PROGRESS    REPORT    ON 


The  Afrikaans  Book  of  Mormon 

About  a  year  ago  a  visitor  to  the  South  African  Mission  was  Brother 
John  E.  Carr,  whose  assignment  is  Director  of  the  Translation  Service 
Department  of  the  Church.  His  visit  was  under  the  direction  of  Elder 
Marion  G.  Romney.  During  the  visit  of  Brother  Carr.  and  in  keeping  with 
the  wishes  of  the  Mission  Leaders  and  the  Church  Leaders  in  Salt  Lake, 
it  was  decided  that  the  Book  of  Mormon  would  be  translated  into  the 
Afrikaans  Language. 

Under  the  direction  of  the  Mission  President.  Brother  Johann  P. 
Brummer  was  appointed  as  Language  Co-ordinator  for  Afrikaans.  In  this 
assignment,  his  responsibility  was  to  obtain  the  services  of  qualified  trans- 
lators, to  appoint  others  to  help  with  the  review  of  the  translation,  and  to 
head  the  review  committee  himself.  Also  he  was  to  make  arrangements 
for  the  publication  of  the  Book  of  Mormon,  and  to  supervise  the  activities 
of  all  those  working  to  bring  about  the  finished  translation  of  the  Book 
of  Mormon. 

By  the  time  you  read  this  report,  the  translation  of  the  Book  of 
Mormon,  by  a  most  qualified  linguist.  Mr.  F.  A.  Mynhardt.  of  Pretoria, 
will  have  been  completed.  Brother  Andries  Swanepoel  has  assisted  Brother 
Brummer  in  reading  and  reviewing  the  translation.  He  and  Brother  Brum- 
mer have  carefully  checked  this  translation.  Before  the  book  will  be  printed, 
further  checking  will  be  done,  and  further  consultations  will  be  held  with 
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Mr.  Mynhardt,  until  Brother  Brummer.  as  the  (  o-ordinator  of  this  trans- 
lation work  is  convinced  that  the  finished  translation  conforms  as  nearly 
as  possible  with  the  spirit  and  the  message  of  the  Book  of  Mormon  as 
already  translated  into  English.  Then  upon  final  approval  by  the  First 
Presidency,  publication  will  commence. 

We  are  greatly  indebted  to  Brother  Brummer  for  the  selfless  service 
which  he  has  given  in  reviewing  the  translation  and  for  the  thoroughness 
with  which  he  has  served  in  supervising  this  translation.  Our  heartfelt 
thanks  also  go  to  Mr.  Mynhardt  for  his  work  of  translation  and  to  Brother 
Swanepoel  for  the  many  careful  hours  he  has  spent  in  studying  this  trans- 
lation and  for  the  helpful  suggestions  he  has  made  to  the  Review  Com- 
mittee headed  by  Brother  Brummer. 

We  have  learned  how  much  time  must  be  consumed  to  give  a  finished 
translation  which  will  stand  the  test  of  careful  scruitiny  after  publication. 
Our  hopes  are  that  within  the  next  few  months  all  steps  will  be  finalized 
leading  to  the  publication  of  this  book.  We  hope  that  by  June,  1970,  this 
book  will  be  available  to  those  who  want  to  learn  the  fullness  of  the 
Gospel  in  the  Afrikaans  Language. 

It  is  our  conviction  that  much  good  will  come  from  this  translation 
and  that  it  will  be  the  beginning  of  the  translation  of  other  wonderful 
Church  publications  into  Afrikaans.  We  extend  our  thanks  and  apprecia- 
tion to  those  named,  to  Sister  Petra  Nel  for  excellent  typing  work,  and  to 
all  the  others  who  have  assisted  in  typing  or  in  any  other  way.

IN  A  HURRY 


as  told  by  President  Wilford  Woodruff 

Now  I  will  give  you  a  little  of  my  experience  in  this  line.  Joseph 
Smith  visited  me  a  great  deal  after  his  death,  and  taught  me  many  impor- 
tant principles.  On  one  occasion  he  and  his  brother  Hyrum  visited  me 
while  I  was  in  a  storm  at  sea.  I  was  going  on  my  last  mission  to  preside 
in  England.  My  companions  were  Brother  Leonard  W.  Hardy,  Milton 
Homes,  Dan  Jones,  and  another  brother,  and  my  wife  and  two  other 
women.  We  had  been  travelling  three  d?ys  and  nights  in  a  heavy  gale,  and 
were  being  driven  backwards.  Finally  I  asked  my  companions  to  come  into 
the  cabin  with  me,  and  I  told  them  to  pray  that  the  Lord  would  change 
the  wind.  I  had  no  fears  of  being  lost;  but  I  did  not  like  the  idea  of 
being  driven  back  to  New  York,  as  I  wanted  to  go  on  my  journey.  We 
all  offered  the  same  prayer,  both  men  and  women;  and  when  we  got 
through  we  stepped  on  to  the  deck  and  in  less  than  a  minute  it  was  as 
though  a  man  had  taken  a  sword  and  cut  that  gale  through,  and  you 
might  have  thrown  a  muslin  handkerchief  out  and  it  would  not  have 
moved  it.  The  night  following  this  Joseph  and  Hyrum  visited  me,  and  the 
Prophet  laid  before  me  a  great  many  things.  Among  them  he  told  me  to 
get  the  Spirit  of  God;  that  all  of  us  needed  it.  He  also  told  me  what  the 
twelve  apostles  would  be  called  to  go  through  on  the  earth  before  the 
coming  of  the  Son  of  Man,  and  what  the  reward  of  the  labours  would  be; 
but  all  that  was  taken  from  me  for  some  reason.  Nevertheless,  it  was 
most  glorious,  although  much  would  be  required  at  our  hands. 

Joseph  Smith  continued  visiting  myself  and  others  up  to  a  certain 
time,  and  then  it  stopped.  The  last  time  I  saw  him  was  in  heaven.  In  the 
night  vision  I  saw  him  at  the  door  of  the  temple  in  heaven.  He  came  to 
me  and  spoke  to  me.  He  said  he  could  not  stop  to  talk  to  me  because  he 
was   in  a  hurry.  The  next  man   I  met  was  Father   Smith;   he  could   not

**NOTE:  In  1834  there  were  two  centres  of  Church  activity  — 
Kirtland,  Ohio,  which  was  in  the  North  Central  United  States  and  Jackson 
County  Missouri  in  the  Central  part  of  the  country.  During  this  period 
the  Saints  in  Missouri  were  suffering  a  terrible  persecution  at  the  hands  of 
the  mobs.  It  was  the  desire  of  the  Kirtland  Saints  to  organise  a  group  of 
able-bodied  men  to  journey  down  to  Missouri  and  bring  the  Saints  there 
provisions,  arms  and  re-inforcemcnts  which  they  dircly  needed.  This  group 
was  led  by  the  Prophet  Joseph  Smith.  This  account  was  related  by  Parley 
P.  Pratt. 

I  was  chiefly  engaged  as  a  recruiting  officer,  and,  not  being  much  with 
the  camp,  can  give  but  little  of  its  history.  I  visited  branches  of  the  Church 
in  Ohio,  Indiana.  Illinois  and  Missouri,  and  obtained  what  men  and  means 
I  could,  fell  in  with  the  camp  from  time  to  time  with  additional  men, 
arms,  stores  and  money.  On  one  occasion,  I  had  travelled  all  night  to 
overtake  the  camp  with  some  men  and  means,  and  having  breakfasted  with 
them  and  changed  horses,  I  again  started  ahead  on  express  to  visit  other 
branches,  and  do  business  and  to  again  overtake  them.  At  noon  I  had 
turned  my  horse  loose  from  the  carriage  to  feed  on  the  grass  in  the  midst 
of  a  broad,  level  plain.  No  habitation  was  near;  stillness  and  repose  reigned 
around  me;  I  sank  down  overpowered  with  a  deep  sleep,  and  might  have 
lain  in  a  state  of  oblivion  till  the  shades  of  night  had  gathered  about  me. 
so  completely  was  I  exhausted  for  want  of  sleep  and  rest;  but  I  had  only 
slept  a  few  moments  till  the  horse  had  grazed  sufficiently,  when  a  voice 
more  loud  and  shrill  than  I  had  ever  before  heard,  fell  on  my  ear.  and 
thrilled  through  every  part  of  my  system;  it  said:  "Parley,  it  is  time  to  be 
up  and  on  your  journey."  In  the  twinkling  of  an  eye  I  was  perfectly 
aroused;  I  sprang  to  my  feet  so  suddenly  that  I  could  not  first  recollect 
where  I  was,  or  what  was  before  me  to  perform.  I  related  the  circumtance 
afterwards  to  brother  Joseph  Smith,  and  he  bore  testimony  that  it  was 
the  angel  of  the  Lord  who  went  before  the  camp,  who  found  me  over- 
powered with  sleep,  and  thus  awoke  me. 

Arriving  in  the  Allred  settlement,  near  Salt  River.  Missouri,  where 
there  was  a  large  branch  of  the  Church,  the  camp  rested  a  little,  and 
despatched  Elder  Orson  Hyde  and  myself  to  Jefferson  City,  to  request  of 
His  Excellency,  Governor  Daniel  Dunklin,  a  sufficient  military  force,  with 
orders  to  reinstate  the  exiles,  and  protect  them  in  the  possession  of  their 
homes  in  Jackson  County. 

We  had  an  interview  with  the  Governor,  who  readily  acknowledged 
the  justice  of  the  demand,  but  frankly  told  us  he  could  not  attempt  the 
execution  of  the  laws  in  that  respect,  for  fear  of  deluging  the  whole 
country  in  civil  war  and  bloodshed.  He  advised  us  to  relinquish  our  rights, 
for  the  sake  of  peace,  and  to  sell  our  lands  from  which  we  had  been  driven. 
To  this  we  replied  with  firmness,  that  we  would  hold  no  terms  with  land 
pirates  and  murderers.  If  we  could  not  be  permitted  to  live  on  lands  which 
we  had  purchased  of  the  United  States,  and  be  protected  in  our  persons 
and  rights,  our  lands  would,  at  least,  make  a  good  burying  ground,  on 
which  to  lay  our  bones;  and.  like  Abraham's  possessions  in  Canaan,  we 
should  hold  on  to  our  possessions  in  the  county  of  Jackson,  for  this 
purpose,  at  least.  He  replied  that  he  did  not  blame  us  in  the  least,  but 
trembled  for  the  country,  and  dare  not  carry  out  the  plain,  acknowledged 
and  imperative  duties  of  his  office.  We  retired,  saying  to  ourselves:  "That 
poor  coward  ought,  in  duty,  to  resign;  he  owes  this,  morally  at  least,  in 
justice  to  his  oath  of  office." 

We  returned  to  the  camp,  which  was  then  on  the  march,  somewhere 
below  the  county  of  Ray.  President  Joseph  Smith,  his  brother  Hyrum.  L. 
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Wight  and  others,  repaired  with   us  into  a  solitary  grove,  apart,  to   learn 
the  results  of  our  mission. 

After  hearing  our  report,  the  President  called  on  the  God  of  our 
fathers  to  witness  the  justice  of  our  cause  and  the  sincerity  of  our  vows, 
which  we  engaged  to  fulfill,  whether  in  this  life  or  in  the  life  to  come. 
For,  as  God  lives,  truth,  justice  and  innocence  shall  triumph,  and  iniquity 
shall  not  reign. 

Pursuing  our  journey,  we  arrived  at  Fishing  River,  Ray  County,  and 
encamped  for  the  night  on  a  hill  between  its  forks.  This  stream  was  then 
about  six  inches  deep  in  each  of  its  branches  where  the  road  crossed  it. 
We  had  but  just  camped,  when  there  arose  such  a  storm  as  had  been 
seldom  witnessed  on  our  earth;  the  wind  blew,  the  vivid  lightning  flashed, 
the  thunder  rolled,  the  earth  trembled,  and  the  floods  descended  in  a 
manner  never  before  witnessed  by  us.  Our  tents  were  blown  down,  and 
some  of  us  lay  six  or  eight  inches  deep  in  water.  There  was  a  large 
meeting  house  there  with  the  doors  open,  into  which  many  of  us  gathered 
for  shelter,  after  being  nearly  drowned. 

Next  morning  the  fords  of  Fishing  River  were  said  to  be  twenty  to 
forty  feet  deep.  We  afterwards  learned  that  an  army  of  outlaws  were  in 
our  neighbourhood,  and  would  have  attacked  us  that  night  but  for  the 
storm;  the  floods  in  the  river  each  side  of  us  prevented  a  hostile  meeting, 
until  certain  citizens  made  the  acquaintance  of  our  leaders,  and  learned 
their  intentions.  Thus  the  excitement  was  allayed,  and  the  outlaws  finally 
disbanded. 

About  this  time,  owing  to  some  murmurings  and  insubordination  in 
the  camp,  the  cholera  broke  out  among  them,  in  fulfilment  of  the  word 
of  the  Lord,  by  the  mouth  of  His  servant,  Joseph,  and  resulted  in  the 
death  of  some  fifteen  or  twenty  of  the  camp,  or  of  others  connected  with 
the  Saints.  Finally,  the  camp  was,  by  the  word  of  the  Lord,  disbanded: 
some  remained  as  settlers  in  that  country,  and  others  returned  to  their 
homes  and  families  in  Ohio. 

I  left  the  camp  at  Fishing  River,  and  arrived  home  in  Clay  County, 
where  my  family  resided,  late  in  July.  I  found  my  wife  still  afflicted,  and 
on  account  of  long  sickness,  was  reduced  to  greater  poverty  than  before, 
and  I  was  somewhat  embarrassed  with  debts  on  account  of  her  board,  etc.. 
while  I  was  absent. 

About  the  time  of  the  arrival  of  the  camp  at  Fishing  River,  the  mob 
of  Jackson  County  sent  a  committee  of  twelve  of  their  leaders,  to  confer 
with  the  authorities  of  the  exiled  Church  in  Clay  County,  to  make  propo- 
sals for  the  settlement  of  the  whole  matter,  by  purchasing  the  lands  from 
which  they  had  been  driven.  The  Saints  would  not  sell  their  lands  to 
their  murderers  and  the  land  pirates  who  had  driven  and  plundered  them; 
therefore  the  mob's  representatives  were  unsuccessful. 

As  this  committee  of  twelve  returned,  and  were  crossing  the  Missouri 
River  at  evening,  their  boat  sank  in  an  instant  in  the  middle  of  the  stream, 
and  only  about  half  of  the  committee  ever  reached  the  shore  alive.  Brother 
Joseph  said  it  was  the  angel  of  the  Lord  who  sank  the  boat.

(Zion's  Camp,  as  this  group  was  called,  soon  disbanded.  Perhaps  the 
greatest  accomplishment  of  this  endeavour  was  the  strengthening  of  the 
participants  and  the  weeding  out  of  the  weak.  The  journey  was  full  of 
hardships  and  trials  and  only  those  who  were  valiant  in  their  testimonies 
finished  the  trek.  Many  of  the  ten  future  Church  leaders  were  chosen  from 
the  ranks  of  these  marchers.  As  Wilford  Woodruff,  later  to  become  Presi- 
dent and  Prophet  of  the  Church  said,  "We  accomplished  a  great  deal, 
though  apostates  and  unbelievers  many  times  asked  the  question.  'What 
have  you  done?'  We  gained  an  experience  that  we  never  could  have  gained

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WHY  BE  A  LATTER-DAY  SAINT? 

Dr.   Henry  Gyring 

The  world  may  be  likened  to  a  great  building  filled  with  people  who 
are  unable  to  reach  the  windows  high  above  the  floor  unless  they  are 
willing  to  make  an  almost  superhuman  effort.  At  one  end  is  the  one-way 
entrance.  Here  we  the  infants  enter,  mature,  labour,  and  grow  old,  and 
most  of  them  never  make  the  struggle  to  reach  the  windows  where  they 
could  catch  a  glimpse  of  the  otherwise  invisible  world  that  surrounds 
them.  Instead,  they  talk  with  each  other,  and  not  finding  anyone  who  has 
actually  looked  through  the  windows  they  decide  that  probably  there 
aren't  any  after  all  and  that  the  stories  handed  down  of  great  men  who 
by  their  struggle  have  glimpsed  a  world  beyond  are  the  inventions  of 
knaves  or  fools. 

In  spite  of  this  doubt,  however,  the  stories  live  on.  Some  of  them  tell 
of  prophets  who  have  struggled  to  a  window  and  actually  talked  a  few 
moments  to  the  kind  Father  who  created  it  all.  He  is  very  busy  with  His 
other  children  who  have  already  come  from  this  and  the  other  buildings 
into  the  garden.  He  smiles  at  His  brave  sons  and  gives  them  words  of 
encouragement  to  take  back  to  his  other  children.  He  tells  them  how  to 
organize  a  school  to  prepare  them  for  the  life  to  come. 

Some  of  the  prophets,  in  their  anxiety  to  help  their  brothers,  place 
a  mirror  at  the  window  to  reflect  the  vision  they  have  seen,  hoping  thereby 
to  encourage  the  faltering  ones.  This  mirror,  which  is  the  prophet's  mind, 
reflects  rays  fashioned  of  the  spoken  or  written  word,  and  the  result  is  at 
best  imperfect.  In  the  most  favourable  case  the  reflection  is  a  blurred  and 
indistinct  image  of  the  momentus  reality. 

The  image  is  caught  again  by  some  one  of  us  on  the  mental  mirror 
which  is  our  mind  and  after  a  second  distortion  we  catch  a  glimpse  of 
another  world.  No  wonder  one  finds  seeming  flaws  and  inconsistencies. 
After  a  few  centuries  words  themselves  change  their  meaning;  but  more 
serious  still,  the  prophet  can  use  only  words  and  ideas  which  both  he  and 
his  hearers  understand,  if  the  image  is  to  be  perceived. 

These  words  or  ideas  may  be  likened  to  the  various  colours  of  the 
spectrum.  At  best  we  see  only  a  narrow  band  of  the  spectrum,  and  some  of 
us,  by  our  carelessness  and  neglect,  are  colour-blind,  so  that  try  as  we  will 
our  faulty  mirror  tells  us  almost  nothing  of  the  spiritual  world.  In  our 
annoyance  or  arrogance  we  assume  every  mirror  to  be  as  faulty  as  our  own. 

The  result  is  that  in  the  buildings  many  schools  have  been  set  up. 
Some  schools  accept  one  leader  and  some  another,  and  some  are  badk 
misled  by  ambitious  and  self-interested  men.  There  is  one  surprising 
characteristic  of  most  of  these  schools,  or  churches,  which  seems  to  me  to 
disqualify  them  for  people  who  want  to  go  properly  prepared  into  the 
garden.  It  is  this:  In  spite  of  the  changes  in  the  experience  and  habits  of 
thinking  and  even  in  the  very  language  of  men.  these  schools  say  we  need 
no  more  vision.  They  say  men  used  to  climb  to  the  windows  and  look  out 
into  the  garden  and  get  inspiration  and  instructions  for  themselves  and 
their  fellows  but  that  all  this  has  been  changed.  About  two  thousand  years 
ago  the  kind  Father  decided  we  needed  no  further  instruction,  and  so  He 
drew  the  blinds  and  left  us  to  our  own  devices  and  to  our  incomplete 
records  of  the  visions  of  the  past. 

But  there  is  at  least  one  School  which  believes  that  its  great  men  can 
still  climb  to  the  window  and  get  necessary  instruction  —  that  the  curtains 
have  not  been  drawn.  I  am  thankful  to  a  kind  Providence  that  I've  been 
allowed  to  go  to  that  school.  This  is  one  very  important  reason  for  being 
a  Latter-day  Saint.  When  the  silent  and  inevitable  messenger  calls  us  into 
the  garden,  let  us  not  go  unprepared.

Tithing,  the  Word  of  Wisdom  and 
regular  attendance  at  meetings  are 
vital  components  of  the  Mormon 
religion.  But  they  are  outward  or 
"letter  of  the  law"  components.  Ob- 
servance of  these  principles  is  a 
necessary  part  of  every  faithful 
Latter-day  Saint's  life,  yet  some- 
times we  overrate  their  importance 
in  that  we  tend  to  think  that  living 
these  principles  makes  a  good 
church  member.  This  misconception 
is  strengthened  by  the  fact  that  offi- 
cial interviews  in  the  Church  for 
advancement  in  the  Priesthood  or 
for  Temple  recommends  stress  to 
some  extent  the  payment  of  tithing, 
living  the  Word  of  Wisdom  and 
regular  attendance  at  Sunday  meet- 
ings. 

The  danger  of  this  misconception 
is  that  the  living  of  these  three  prin- 
ciples takes  us  only  a  short  way 
on  the  road  to  exaltation  and  we 
must  use  other  vehicles  for  the  rest 
of  the  journey.  This  is  born  out  of 
accounts  of  Christ's  ministry  in  the 
Bible  and  in  the  Book  of  Mormon 
in  which  Christ  laid  great  stress  on 
many  inward  principles  of  religion. 

Meekness,  humility  and  a  readi- 
ness to  forgive  are  principles  as 
essential  to  our  salvation  as  the 
Word  of  Wisdom  or  Baptism,  yet 
if    we   were    asked    by    our    Branch 


President  at  a  Temple  recommend 
interview  whether  we  were  meek, 
as  Christ  counselled  in  the  Sermon 
on  the  Mount,  many  of  us  would 
be  at  a  loss  for  an  answer. 

There  are  many  demands  upon 
our  time  and  energy  in  the  Church 
and  if  we  are  to  succeed  in  our 
striving  for  the  highest  degree  of 
Glory  we  must  ensure  that  adequate 
time  and  energy  is  devoted  to  the 
most  important  areas.  The  mould- 
ing of  our  thinking,  our  attitudes 
and  our  characters  according  to  the 
pattern  which  Christ  gave  is  as  im- 
portant as  any  other  and  deserves 
more  attention  and  time  that  it  gets 
from  most  of  us.  The  moulding  is  a 
long  and  difficult  task,  in  which  even 
years  of  labour  may  produce  so 
small  a  change  that  only  those 
closest  to  us  notice  any  change  at 
all.  We  need  to  study  the  scriptures 
attentively  and  frequently,  particu- 
larly those  dealing  with  Christ's  life 
and  teachings.  As  we  read  them  we 
should  have  a  keen  and  critical  look 
at  ourselves  in  order  to  become 
aware  of  our  areas  of  weakness  and 
then  be  prepared  to  work  quietly 
and  doggedly  at  improvement,  pro- 
bably for  the  rest  of  our  lives. 

Others  can  be  of  little  help  in  this 
quiet  battle,  it  is  a  matter  between 
you  and  your  God.

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WHY  STUDYING  THE  GOSPEL  IS  IMPORTANT  IN 

GAINING  THE  ETERNAL  REWARD 

Malcolm  Young  (East  Rand  Branch) 

When  considering  an  answer  to  the  question  "Why  Studying  the 
Gospel  is  important  to  our  gaining  the  Eternal  Reward  for  which  we  are 
Striving,"  it  would  be  helpful  to  gain  a  clearer  concept  of  some  of  the 
key  words  comprising  this  vital  question.  Although  the  importance 
thereof  is  reasonably  well  understood,  most  of  us  find  it  difficult  to  establish 
a  regular  and  planned  work  routine  to  accomplish  many  of  our  worth- 
while objectives  during  this  earthly  probation. 

STUDY  is  an  interesting  word  if  considering  that  it  is  related  to  the 
word  "Stud"  or  "Buttress"  which  means  to  support,  strengthen  or  anchor, 
particularly  since  it  is  an  activity  that  is  related  to  the  reinforcing  of  the 
human  mind  which  in  turn  determines  our  thought  processes,  speaking  and 
actions.  One  poet  describes  the  result  effectively  as  follows: 
"Sow  a  thought,  reap  an  act, 
Sow  an  act,  reap  a  habit, 
Sow  a  habit,  reap  a  character. 
Sow  a  character,  reap  an  eternal  destiny." 

Life  as  it  unfolds  before 
us  every  day,  is  an  experi- 
ence in  the  study  of  our 
fellow  beings,  and  every 
aspect  of  our  individual  and 
collective  reactions  demands 
the  need  to  daily  weigh  in 
the  balance  what  the  results 
have  been  of  certain  mental 
processes  that  are  causing 
particular  thoughts,  actions 
and  character  development. 
From  our  careful  observa- 
tions we  can  clearly  see  the 
results  of  fruits  which  are 
determined  by  the  daily  choices  we  make,  which  to  a  large  degree,  hinge 
upon  the  values  we  cultivate. 

THE  GOSPEL  should  ever  be  understood  and  valued  beyond  price 
as  the  "Good  Story"  or  the  revelation  of  God  to  man  of  His  purpose  and 
will  for  the  salvation  of  all  mankind  —  His  will  concerning  the  human 
family  as  made  known  in  the  life  and  death  of  His  Son  Jesus  Christ. 

ETERNAL  may  be  understood  as  never  ceasing,  endless  and  ever- 
lasting. This  concept  can  refer  to  a  life  of  never  ending  progress,  growth 
and  excellence.  On  the  other  hand,  we  are  faced  with  the  very  real  possi- 
bility of  perpetual  stagnation  and  stopping  of  continual  joy.  This  condition 
of  damnation  or  "stopping"  is  brought  about  by  our  own  "don't  care" 
and  "doesn't  matter"  attitude.  Conversely,  eternal  fulfillment  is  the  reward 
for  a  life  dedicated  to  the  promotion  of  love,  peace,  goodness,  faith  and 
all  the  remaining  fruits  of  the  Spirit.  Eternal  damnation  or  the  stopping  of 
progress  with  its  resultant  remorse,  is  the  reward  for  those  who  regard  lite 
as  a  carefree  game  and  merely  drift  along  from  day  to  day  having  no 
anchor  and  no  decided  worthwhile  plan  of  action. 

LABOUR  refers  to  activity  of  a  physical  or  a  mental  nature.  Either 
can  be  equally  strenuous  and  rewarding.  Economists  teach  us  that  labour 
is  one  of  the  factors  that  if  correctly  combined  with  land  or  natural 
resources  and  capital  or  money,  beneficial  materials  can  and  do  result. 
Similarly  if  proper  mental  labour  is  employed,  directed  at  gaining  an 
understanding  of  and  an  insight  into  all  that  has  been,  all  that  is.  and  all 
that  is  to  come  in  the  future  as  made  known  to  us  by  inspired  minds,  we 
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find  ourselves  in  a  better  position  to  make  decisions  and  choices  that  will 
assist  us  to  gain  greater  happiness  combined  with  more  rewarding  experi- 
ences in  this  life.  Synonomous  with  this  concept  should  be  the  word  service, 
which  in  the  sense  of  our  text,  makes  the  theory  of  labour  become  a  re- 
warding and  real  experience  to  the  extent  that  we  are  are  able  to  implement 
principles  of  truth  in  our  everyday  contact  with  our  fellow  humans. 

In  answer  to  a  questionaire  dealing  with  the  unprompted  needs  of 
individuals,  selected  at  random,  will  no  doubt  reveal  a  host  of  diversified 
human  wants  and  values.  A  trained  psychologist  in  analysing  the  responses 
will  be  reasonably  accurate  in  establishing  the  "Maturity  Quotient**  of  the 
people  so  questioned.  Studies  of  this  nature  could  be  most  revealing  and 
would  in  many  ways  indicate  in  which  direction  a  people  or  group  is 
heading. 

The  value  of  study  may  be  freely  acknowledged  in  Society,  but  we 
may  venture  to  forecast  that  a  very  limited  number  of  us  are  engaged  in 
a  positive  programme  of  study  that  has  the  ultimate:  A  goal  that  is  going 
to  yield  positive  material  and  spiritual  benefits.  Many  people,  being 
strongly  materialistically  oriented,  will  pursue  studies  having  in  mind  only 
the  temporal  results  and  ignoring  the  ultimate  or  Eternal  verities.  Present, 
intermediate  and  long  term  planning,  therefore,  are  essential. 

The  intention  of  discussing  the  foregoing  key  words  is  to  get  the  con- 
cepts more  clearly  defined  in  our  minds;  to  come  to  a  clearer  realization 
that  the  Gospel  is  a  reality;  to  more  fully  understand  that  obedience  to 
principles  of  truth  are  necessary  and  that  to  come  to  an  understanding  of 
truth  demands  effort  on  our  part.  We  should  realize  that  the  practical 
application  of  truth  or  law  does  yield  a  "product"  which  is  fulfillment,  joy, 
power  and  eternal  glory. 

We  should  be  ambitious  about  the  acquisition  of  truth  regardless  of 
what  field  it  is  to  be  found.  It  has  been  aptly  stated  about  reaching  for 
areas  beyond  our  immediate  grasp  as  "there  is  a  close  connection  between 
getting  up  in  the  world  and  getting  up  in  the  morning".  A  renowned  and 
victorious  general  during  the  Second  World  War  when  questioned  by  some 
of  his  contemporaries  and  sub-ordinate  officers  about  the  secret  of  so 
much  success,  conceded  to  the  extensive  use  he  made  of  the  combination 
of  never-failing  principles  recorded  in  the  Scriptures.  He  also  sombrely 
recommended  this  practice. 

Every  individual  must  become  a  repository  of  truth  to  ensure  pro- 
tection, development  and  an  increasing  measure  of  inspiration  from  the 
source  of  all  truth.  Individual  foundations  are  further  secured  and  extended 
to  the  measure  that  experience  so  gained  is  actively  shared.  A  few  lines, 
which  never  fail  to  encourage  were  written  by  Edwin  Markham,  wherein 
he  aptly  summarizes  this  necessary  process  of  building,  growing  and  reach- 
ing out  into  the  eternities  for  more  light  and  a  fuller  life.

Prophecy  is  one  of  the  specified  gifts  of  the  Spirit,  and  one  of  the 
distinguishing  graces  of  the  Church  of  Christ.  If  there  be  prophecy  there 
must  be  prophets,  men  through  whom  the  purposes  of  God  are  made 
known  to  the  people  at  large.  Prediction  of  events  more  or  less  remotely 
future  is  a  prophetic  function,  though  constituting  but  a  part  of  the  gift 
of  prophecy. 

Divine  revelation  of  what  is  to  come  is  proof  of  foreknowledge.  God. 
therefore,  knows,  and  has  known  from  the  beginning  what  shall  be,  even 
to  the  end  of  the  world.  The  transgression  of  Adam  was  foreknown  even 
before  the  man  was  embodied  in  flesh;  and  because  of  the  results  entailed 
upon  humankind  a  Redeemer  was  chosen,  even  "the  Lamb  slain  from  the 
foundations  of  the  world."  The  earthly  life,  ministry,  and  sacrificial  death 
of  the  Saviour  were  all  foreseen,  and  their  certainty  was  declared  by  the 
mouths  of  the  holy  prophets. 

The  apostacy  of  the  Primitive  Church,  the  long  centuries  of  spiritual 
darkness,  the  restoration  of  the  Gospel  in  these  latter  days  in  a  land 
specifically  prepared  as  the  abode  of  a  liberty-loving  nation  —  each  of 
these  epoch-making  events  was  known  to  God,  and  by  Him  was  revealed 
through  prophets  empowered  to  speak  in  His  name. 

But  who  will  venture  to  affirm  that  foreknowledge  is  a  determining 
cause?  God's  omniscience  concerning  Adam  cannot  reasonably  be  con- 
sidered the  cause  of  the  Fall.  Adam  was  free  to  do  as  he  chose  to  do. 
God  did  not  force  him  to  disobey  the  Divine  command.  Neither  did 
God's  knowledge  compel  false  Judas  to  betray  the  Christ,  nor  the  recreant 
Jews  to  crucify  their  Lord. 

Surely  the  omniscience  of  God  does  not  operate  to  make  of  men 
automatons;  nor  does  it  warrant  the  superstition  of  fatalism.  The  chief 
purpose  of  earth  life,  as  a  stage  in  the  course  of  the  soul's  progression, 
would  be  nullified  if  man's  agency  was  after  all  but  a  pretence,  and  he  a 
creature  of  circumstance  compelled  to  do  as  he  does. 

A  mortal  father  who  knows  the  weaknesses  and  frailties  of  his  son 
may  by  reason  of  that  knowledge  sorrowfully  predict  the  calamities  and 
suffering  awaiting  his  wayward  boy.  He  may  foresee  in  that  son's  future 
a  forfeiture  of  blessings  that  could  have  been  won,  loss  of  position,  self- 
respect,  reputation,  character,  and  honour.  Even  the  dark  shadows  of  a 
felon's  cell  and  the  night  of  a  drunkard's  grave  may  loom  in  the  visions 
of  that  fond  father's  soul.  Yet.  convinced  by  experience  of  the  son's 
determination  to  follow  the  path  of  sin.  he  foresees  the  dread  develop- 
ments of  the  future,  and  writhes  in  anguish  because  of  this  knowledge. 

Can  it  be  truthfully  said  that  the  father's  foreknowledge  is  even  a 
contributory  cause  of  the  evil  life  of  his  boy?  To  so  hold  is  to  say  that 
a  neglectful  parent,  who  will  not  trouble  himself  to  study  the  character 
of  his  son.  who  shuts  his  eyes  to  sinful  ways,  and  rests  in  careless  indif- 
ference as  to  the  probable  future,  will  by  his  very  heartlessness  benefit  the 
boy,  because  the  father's  lack  of  forethought  diminishes  the  son's  tendency 
toward  dereliction. 

By  way  of  further  illustration,  consider  the  man  versed  in  meteoro- 
logy, who  by  due  consideration  of  temperature,  air-pressure,  humidity,  and 
other  essential  data,  is  able  to  forecast  weather  conditions.  He  speaks  with 
the  assurance  of  long  experience  in  foretelling  a  storm.  The  storm  comes, 
bringing  benefit  or  injury,  contributing  to  the  harvest  perhaps  or  destroy- 
ing ripening  grain;  but.  whether  it  be  good  or  ill  effect,  can  he  who 
prophesied  of  the  approaching  storm  be  held  accountable  for  its  coming?

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THE  INSPIRATION  OF  KARL  HAWS 


One  of  the  best  examples  of  vic- 
tory over  misfortune  is  exemplified 
in  the  life  of  Karl  Haws  of  St. 
John's.  Arizona.  A  few  years  ago, 
he  met  with  an  accident  in  which 
an  injury  to  his  spine  paralyzed 
him  from  his  neck  down,  complete- 
ly immobilizing  his  limbs  and  body. 

Most  men  would  have  given  up 
completely  defeated,  but  not  Karl 
Haws.  He  had  a  family  to  support, 
and  he  was  conscientious  in  his 
effort  to  provide  for  them.  He  con- 
ceived the  idea  of  campaigning  for 
office  of  Justice  of  the  Peace  in  his 
Precinct.  In  this  political  venture, 
he  was  elected  and  was  able  to 
provide  in  a  modest  way  for  his 
family.  He  quickly  gained  a  repu- 
tation for  his  honesty  and  fairness. 
Those  who  are  tried  in  his  court 
respect  him  for  his  impartial  and 
equitable,  judgement  in  passing 
sentence. 

With  this  success  came  new  ambi- 
tions to  serve.  He  expressed  to  his 
bishop  a  desire  to  be  given  respon- 
sibility in  a  Church  capacity.  After 
prayerful  consideration,  his  bishop- 
ric was  impressed  with  the  idea  of 
appointing  Karl  as  a  ward  teaching 
supervisor.  Those  acquainted  with 
the  responsibility  of  this  position 
know  of  the  multitude  of  personal 
contacts  division  supervisors  are 
expected  to  make  with  ward  teachers 
each  month.  How  could  one  so 
handicapped  meet  this  challenge? 

Once  again  Karl  Hawes  proved 
his  mettle.  He  accepted  his  appoint- 


ment without  reservation  and  went 
to  work.  He  enlisted  the  help  of 
Sherman  Lumpkins,  another  handi- 
capped person  who  was  blind  and 
not  a  member  of  the  Church,  but 
who  served  as  the  local  telephone 
operator  during  the  evening  hours 
in  that  locality.  He  agreed  to  assist 
Karl  in  his  new  undertaking. 

A  telephone  with  special  attach- 
ments was  hooked  to  Karl's  bed.  and 
a  list  of  the  telephone  numbers  of 
each  of  the  ward  teachers  in  his 
division  was  given  to  Mr.  Lump- 
kins.  When  Karl  wanted  to  get  in 
touch  with  his  ward  teachers,  he 
indicated  his  desires  to  the  opera- 
tor, and  they  were  called  in  rotation. 
Through  perserverance,  he  became 
self-reliant,  learning  to  write  in  an 
arduous  way  by  holding  a  pencil 
stub  with  his  teeth,  thus  making  it 
possible  to  complete  his  Justice 
Court  and  ward  teaching  reports. 

In  nearly  three  years,  the  ward 
teachers  of  his  division  have  never 
visited  less  than  90%  of  the  families 
in  his  division,  and  most  of  the 
time,  the  record  has  been  near  95%. 

This  exhibition  of  persistency  and 
dependability  on  the  part  of  Karl 
Haws  is  reason  for  any  ward  teacher 
to  appreciate  the  full  use  of  his 
faculties  and  to  be  faithful  in  the 
performance  of  duty.  It  is  an  in- 
spiration to  observe  in  action  those 
who  will  not  be  defeated.

It  may  be  argued,  however,  that  in  these  illustrative  instances  neither 
the  mortal  parent  nor  the  human  forecaster  had  power  to  alter  the  respec- 
tive course  of  events,  while  God  can  direct  and  overrule  as  He  wills.  But, 
be  it  remembered  that  God  has  granted  agency  unto  His  children,  and 
does  not  control  them  in  its  exercise  by  arbitrary  force.  He  impels  no 
man  towards  sin;  He  compels  none  to  righteousness. 

The  Father  of  our  spirits  has  a  full  knowledge  of  the  nature  and  dis- 
position of  each  of  His  children,  a  knowledge  gained  by  observation  and 
experience  in  the  long  ages  of  our  primeval  childhood,  when  we  existed 
as  unembodied  spirits,  endowed  with  individuality  and  agency  —  a  know- 
ledge compared  with  which  that  gained  by  earthly  parents  through  experi- 
ence with  their  children  in  the  flesh  is  infinitesimally  small.  In  that  sur- 
passing knowledge  God  reads  the  future  of  child  and  children,  of  men 
individually  and  of  men  collectively.  He  knows  what  each  will  do  under 
given  conditions,  and  sees  the  end  from  the  beginning.  His  foreknowledge 
is  based  on  intelligence  and  reason.  He  foresees  the  future  of  men  and 
nations  as  a  state  that  naturally  and  surely  will  be;  not  as  a  state  of 
things  that  must  be  because  He  has  arbitrarily  willed  that  it  shall  be. 

"Known  unto  God  are  all  his  works  from  the  beginning  of  the  world.*' 
(Acts  15:8.) 

He  willed  and  decreed  the  mortal  state  of  His  spirit  offspring,  and 
prepared  the  earth  for  their  schooling.  He  provided  all  the  facilities  neces- 
sary to  their  training,  and  thus  proclaimed  His  purpose: 

"For  behold,  this  is  my  work  and  my  glory  —  to  bring  to  pass  the 
immortality  and  eternal  life  of  man."  (Pearl  of  Great  Price,  p. 7.)
